Minnesota is today without such 
an organization and, assum ing that 
the theory of prevention r a t h e r than 
protection is the correct one in ordo, 
to get started right, such a service 
must be provided for at once 
Tile forest service of tho federal 
governments, I think, today affords 
the best example of what .Minnesota 
should strive for and I shall give you 
a brief outline of the work as it is 
carried on, on the Minnesota National 
forest. 
TIip surface area within the bound­ 
aries of the forest is. in round num ­ 
bers 500,000 acres. This is in c h arge 
of a supervisor with headquarters at 
Cass Lake. 
Under his direction are 
eight perm anent field men or rangers 
In charge of the districts, with such 
additional men in the sum m er time 
as conditions require, generally about 
eig h t or ten men.

not be expected the first year or the 
second. 
It can only be secured after 
a lot of hard work and time, but the 
ultim ate results will fully justify it. 
In connection with the stra ig h t 
forest work th a t has been carried on, 
co-operative agreem ents have been 
made with the two railway companies 
that traverse the forest. 
Fire lines 
have been cut on both sides of the 
tracks, section men have been in­ 
structed as to proper methods of fire 
protection 
and 
train 
crews 
have 
promptly reported all fires to the 
nearest station. 
During the past year about sixty 
miles of fire lines have been con­ 
structed along the railroads and on 
boundry lines of the forest where the 
fire danger is great, all fire lines be­ 
ing cut 25 f«>et wide, cleared and then 
plowed. With these lines c o n s t r u c t ­ 
ed. the territory a ranger can cover 
can lie increased and as fire dangers 
are eliminated, the number of men 
can he reduced. 
Tile result would 
be the same with the state service. 
The initial cost m ight seem large, 
, hut when the system is completed, 
I the cost of m aintenance would be 


I greatly reduced and one man would 
be able to handle a territory th a t re­ 
quired two or three men to handle 
before being put in proper shape. 
A service for the state of M inne­ 
sota would require an outlay of at 
least $200,000 annually for the Arts 
few years, and at least this much 
should be made available for the 
work. for if the state Is to have a 
service, it should be a good one. one 
to be proud of, or none at all.

RAILROAD CO-OPER­ 
ATION ON SOIL 
DEVELOPMENT 


By Daniel E. Willard.

I have been asked to speak upon 
the subject of soil development by 
the railroads. 
I suppose this means 
the attitude of the railroads toward 
the proper study of the problem of 
the development of the natural re­ 
sources of the soil 
Every man ought 
t<; endeavor to be a good citizen firs 
and a specialist in his own line after 
ward. 
Accepting this as a working 
basis, I will attempt to discharge my 
duty as a citizen of the great state of 
Minnesota by aking an effort to do 
I have been bidden by those who hat, 
charge of arran g in g 
this 
program, 
and then say some things that I want 
to say, afterward. 
There are, therefore, two parts to 
what I wish to say, and I will state 
them frankly in the beginning, lesi, 
perchance, after I have finished you 
might not be able to tell what. I was 
driving at. 
The first of these things 
is the, discussion of the subject as ii 
has been assigned me, viz: soil devel­ 
opment by the railroads. 
The sec­ 
ond, and, as I look at it. the more im­ 
portant part of the subject, is soil 
development. 
Now, as to the attitude of the rail 
roads: 
The railroads can do a great deal 
to encourage and help 
along 
the 
work of development of the resources 
of the soil by assisting in working 
out new and improved methods of 
cultivation, by lending their co-oper­ 
ation in determining the character o' 
the soil, its adaptability to different 1 
crops and uses, the improvement of ' 
seed, and as directly, perhaps, as any 
way, by applying themselves to th'? ; 
task of transporting the products of ! 
the soil with the greatest promptness , 
and safety. 
The railroads, however, can 
do 
more than the people 
want 
done. I 
They can co-operate; they can help; I 
they can take the lead in promoting i 
a study of the soil looking toward 
a better use; but their efforts 
are 
circumscribed by the desires of the 
people, whose 
servants 
they 
are. 
J 
The interests of the railroads and j 
those of the people whom they serve 
are inter-dependent. 
Whatever con­ 
tributes to the greater productivity 
of the soil; whatever adds 
to 
the 
wealth of the people, adds 
to 
the 
business of the railroads, lieoause it , 
increases the demand for transpor- j 
tat ion. 
The railroads, however, can 
haul no more freight than is brought 
to them, and they can carry no mor? I 
passengers than 
voluntarily 
enter 


through study of the soil and im­ 
proved methods of cultivation than 
the people are ready to co-operate 
J in, and support. 


Dig things are often expected of 
the railroads because they are big. 
People with honest intentions some­ 
times lose sight of the fact that the 
I men who control railroads are made 
of the same kind of dust that you 
and I are made of, and possess jus' 
just about the same human traits 
and about the same human frailties, 
and are just about as fair-minded and 
honest as 
you 
and 
I are. 
They 
sometimes forget that railroads c a n ­ 
not do any ihore than anybody else. 
Railroads 
cannot 
operate 
trains. 


Railroads have the same self-interest 
in doing this that the 
Commercial 
club has for seeking to promote the 
business welfare of the town it rep­ 
resents, but, as I have said before, 
the railroads cannot do everything. 
They cannot spend more than they 
earn. 
They cannot accomplish any 
lasting good in developing the la t­ 
ent resources of the land unless the 
work of development 
is 
cordially 
joined in, and supported by, an in­ 
telligent and progressive people. 


I now come to the more important 
part of my subject, viz: 
soil devel- 
* pment. 
This, I think, is very near 
ly the same thin g as saying, state de­ 
velopment. 
The question then 
is

what can be done to 
advance 
the 
welfare of the state through the de­ 
velopment of its soils. 
The devel­ 
opment of the soils means a study of 
the soils, since the question of th;* 
use of the soils depends directly up­ 
on our knowledge of their character­ 
istics. 


What I am anxious to see acco m ­ 
plished in Minnesota, is a scientific 
survey of the soils of the state, to be 
represented by soil map, and 
thic 
map accompanied by a report fully 
describing the various soil types and 
setting forth the agricultural possi­ 
bilities of the soils in different local­ 
ities, so far as these can be deter­ 
mined from the a field study. 
Such 


I 
a soil survey is fundamental to all 
further 
agricultural 
development. 
This map and accompanying report 
would show at once w hat are the 
possibilities of any given 
locality. 
Such a map gives at once a classifica­ 
tion of all lands in the state. 
Not 
only would this map show exactly 
I where the swamp lands are; where 
are the barren rocky 
ands 
which 


I ought to be used only for forestry 
'purposes; 
where the timbered and 
I cutover lands are— but would show 
^ h e actual character of the soil on 
'every tract of private, state or gov­ 
ernment land, improved 
or 
unim ­ 
proved. 
Such a survey would make it pos­ 
sible to offer state lands for sale with 
the satisfaction of knowing the c h a r ­ 
acter of the lands to be sold. 
Such a 
survey would show to the prospec­ 
tive settler wheth er or not it would 
be worth his while to try to clear up 
a farm and make a home on a tract 
of cutover woodland, because 
this 
map would show the character of 
the soil he would have after the farm 
had been cleared, 
lf 
any person 
wished to buy an improved farm in 
any part of the state he would be 
able to judge of the agricultural val­ 
ue of the farm bv consulting the soil 
map and the report of the soil sur­ 
vey. 
Finally, and most important of 
all. this study of the soil affords i 
basis for future studies oohing t o ­ 
ward better 
and 
more 
profitable 
methods of agriculture. 
It furnish­ 
es the foundation for all the inves­ 
tigations relating to kinds of crops, 
methods of cultivation, 
fertilizers 
end general farm management. 
With a well organized plan for 
unifying the different agencies of the 
state for the 
development 
of the 
state's resources, I am in full sym­ 
pathy. 
I would not favor the crea­ 
tion of an unneecessary number of 
offices, thereby adding to the cost of 
the machinery of the state. 
What is 
needed is work done! 
The work of 
the soil survey should be carried on 
by 
competent 
men who have the 
necessary scientific tra in in g — not by 
politicians or the appointees of pol­ 
iticians. 
I would not assume to dic­ 


t a t e by just what department of the 
! sta te ’s official family the soil survey 
I should be conducted, but I may ven- 
I ture to suggest that it seems to me 
this work ought to be done by the 
[ State 
t’nlversity. 
If the argricul- 
tural college has not men now who 
can devote the necessary time to this 
work, and who have the train in g fo • 
the work, then, it seems to me, tin* 
great state of Minnesota should b 
asked to furnish the oney so that 
the required men can 
be 
secured. 
This work of the soil 
survey and 
land classification should 
be car­ 
ried on by men from the agricultural 
college, and should be fully co-ordi- 
l ated with the work of other de­ 
partm ents of the college and of the 
state. 
The work now being done in 
the investigation 
of 
agricultural 
problems could be better done, and 
be made of far greater value and 
wider 
application 
throughout 
the 
state, if such a soil map and soil re­ 
port were available to be made a 
basis for this work. 
The efficiency 
of our state immigration department 
would be greatly advanced and r e n d ­ 
ered more effective by the knowl­ 
edge of soil conditions that such a 
survey would furnish. 
The efficien­ 
cy of the state drainage and good 
toads departments would be greatly 
increased by reason of the fact that 
the conditions throughout the stat*' 
would be known, so that intelligent 
Judgment could 
be 
more 
readily 
formed of what the actual needs of 
different localities are. 
The cost of a survey of this kind 
a survey which should make it 
possible for any citizen in any part 
of the state to know the character of 
the soil on any ten acres of land any­ 
where in the state by simply consult­ 
ing a map and reading a descriptive 
report 
need offer no hinderance to 
the commencement of the task. 
The 
necessary field work for a detailed 
soil map showing the character of the 
land as to types of soil, as clay loam, 
sandy loam, sand, rock, etc., timber, 
cutover stump lands, or marsh, could 
be made for a large part of the state 
for an expense not exceeding I cent
